S. cfty average: was 122.1. By August of 1976 ft has '

risen to 171.9 an increase of 40.8 percent. During the

same period however arbitrator salaries increased by> >

only 16.3 percent. More than 25 percent behfnd the fn-

crease in livfng costs. Representative Beatty referred

to what has taken place as far as comparable state

' enployees fn labor grade 26 aad labor grade 27. In 1971 7

fn labor grade 26, they were at a level of $20,700.and

fn 27 at $22,392. Today, they are at $30.360 and $32:784.

In consequencey what they realfze is an fncrease of over

46 percent as compared with arbitrator's increase of only

16 percent. So the blunt fact is that arbitratoré'

salarfes have nowhere kept near ufth the pace as far as

other states or comparable state employees are concerned

or with the cost of living index. The fact is that the

fndustrial Commissfony last year, processed more than

'$140,000,000 in claims in the last fiscal year aad future

increases in the claiss volume are obviously inevitable .

The arbftrators even at this proposed salary level of

w ypz.' .
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$34,000 is the least eostly and the most important instru

mentallty in the delivery of benefits to the working man

of this state. The Illinofs system works because of the

skill and the integriLy of the arbitrator. If the Com-

mission is to continue to attract qualified arbitrators,

isalary levels must be commensurate with responsibility.

Now I w'ould like to point out, because there seems to be I

some confusfon fn the staff analysisy particularly on th !

Republfcan side as to the salary levels that are propose '9

here being tied to judicial salary. As the Bill was

originally introducedy that was correct.

I think we are a11 agfeed that

the area of prevention of recidivism is probably the most

important single aspeet of the whole crime prevention
C' ,

package. We come to this Session of the General Assembly

Welre called into a Special Session which has to do with

corrections. wfth 1aw and justice...law enforcenent and

justice. It seems to me that welre missing the boaty Mr.

Speakery if we do aot take some approach that not only

will work oa the preventive aspects , but especlally in

he case o f these o f f enders who have b een convicted one 1t
tf me and are now granted ei ther prob ation or granted

parole under the probatf on services of the court . If

we do not have these people handled by the very highest

caliber people, then we can anticipate that the rate of

return to the Department of Corrections ts going to be

unusually high. Mr. Speakers we know that this is not

a perfeet Bi11 we know that this is not the final

approach that we will waat to takey but at the present

time we cannot afford to spend the 20 or 21 million dolla s

that it would probably cost to set up what was embodied

fn the Catania Bi11 or in Representative Getty's Bi11.

But Mr. Speakery Ladies and Gentlemen of the Housey we

must get started. We can no longer afford to wait any

longer. We have to start upgrading the standards in
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probation servicesy we have to give these people a

professional status: we have to be able to require

certain minimum standards of training so that we can

actually have the probatfon servfces people do the job ;

which they are supposed to do and which the people of

this state so desperately need. Mr. Speakery 1 submit

that even though the cost of this Bill 2126 and 2173 is>

approximately 2.1 miltion dollarsy that we simply cannot

afford to wait another year to draft another Bill and to

go through the machinations of trying to scare up the

money. Back in June the Governor said that he eould

find the money to ffnance the Bi11. It was on that

basis that Representative Houlihan and I passed the Bi11.

Now, because of a disagreement with some of the language

in the Bifl. the Governor has, instead of amendatorily

vetoing it, which I recommended, has totally vetoed the

Bi11.

Speaker Madigan: '1Mr. Houlfhan.n

Houlihan. D.: ''Thank you, Mr. Speaker. Ladies and Gentlemen

of tNe House I jofn vfeh Represeneadlve Lauer fn rhïs

motion to override the Governor's veto of both of these

Bills. By way of background as I'm sure most here in the

chamber are familiar with for the past several years

we've attempted to enact legïslatïon that would provide

a state subsidy for couaty probatfon officers. over the

four or five year period that we have considered those

Bills we have been unable to pass any legislation which

addresses the questfon meaningfully which has passedr '

b0th houses. Now for the first time in this Session we
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have adopted, on a bipartisan basis, a Bi11 which does

address in a substantial form. the presslng needs of

county probation officers across this state. Essentially

what the Bfll does by way of funding is to provide an

increase in the preseat juvenlwle probation officer subsfdy

from $300 a month to $500 a month and to make an equivà-

lent probation.....an equivalent state subsidy to county

probation officers now, for the first timezfor adult

probation officers. The Governor's veto message here

did not refer to the amount of the funding. This was the

least expensive of a11 of the probation measures that

were considered here by the House and by the Senate. It

. has an appropriation of 2.2 million dollars. In fact the
1

Governor's budget dtrector has committed that this money 6

was available for this type of legislation. Committed

that not only to the House Judiciary 11 Committee but

also to the Senate Judiciary Committee. The objection

of the Governor was to the effect that certain authority

was nemoved from the administrative offlce of tbe Illinoi

courts for the purpose of setting minimum hiring and

promotiontl standards, a systnm of traiaing for probation

offfcersy a uniform record keeping system and a uniform

system of collecting statistical data on probation servic s

whieh are beiag rendered by the individual county units.

What apparently the Governor's message totally overlooked

is the fact that there already is a program in existence

for Juvenile probatfon officers that provides that thts

same authorfty, as far as record keeplng standards et

cetera, will be done by the conference of Chief Circuit

court Judges of the state. And that is the statewide

standard presently for luvenfle probatfoa offfcers. Now

wfth this Bi11 which essentially fncreases the amount

of that subsidy but then expands the subsidy also for

adult Probation officers the compromise measure that was
' 

agreed to by b0th Houses of this Legislature, was to keep

CGIQ.
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that authorfty in the conference of chief circuit court

Judges. Now that is what Representative Lauer is re-

ferring to: if this was his problem he should have done

it on an Amendatory Veto. Howevery there fs a state-

wide standard in thfs Bi11 and the Governor's Message

seems to overlook it in its entirety. It's the same

standard that has been in existence now for several years

for juvenile probation officers. 0ne of the things that

this Legislature is going to have to occupy itself with

in this Special Session is on this Class X program of

crfmfnal justice. Well, Ladies and Gentlemen, under any

form of the Class X program that has been mentioned here

on this House floor there will be a tremendous increase

and burden,put on county probation officers just for pre-

sentence investigation reports. In the Couaty of Cook lt

is estimated that it will cost at least three quarters of

a million dollars additional funding for the county

probation system. Now these two Bills passed this House

and the Senate by a substantial margin. It provides

needed fundfng for every county in this state. I urge

ydur support of what is an absolutely essential measure

if we are to improve the quality of probational services

in this state. I'd be happy to answer whatever questtons

you might have respecting the merits of the Bi11.n

Speaker Madigan: ''Mr. Lefnenweber.n

Leinenweber: HThank you, Mr. Speaker.

Houlihan, D.: HThe standards that will be in effect as a result

of this legislation will be the same standards that we

arq operating under. under presBnt tawy for the existfng t

subsidy, up to a maximum of $300 per month, for juvenile

probation officers.

using them in effect, the same standards. 1he word

'carte blanehe' of course is a connotative word. I'm not

quite sure Just what you mean by it. But the fact is that

they will be the group that will set the standards and :

Leinenweber: f'Al1 rights now, to monitor for compliance I

understand that as you originally introduced the Bill the

chief administrative office of the Illinois courts was to '

do the monitoring and that has been transferred to the

Comptroller.

Houlihany D.: ''What you are referrfng to there fs on the ffscal

'&Z-' 
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reporting.....considerations....and it was felt that

that could be more closely monitored by the Comptroller.

What we are attempting to get at bere, as far as establish

ing the hirfng aad promotfonal standards is that that

should be done by the Conference of Chief Circuit Court

Judges. Essentially that reference ia the legislatfon i

Leiaenweber. What this Bill provides that there must, in '

effect, be a match fn order to be elfgible for the sub-

sidy that there has to be a match from the individual

counties who are seekiag this subsidy from the state.

Finally, instead of having the

Illinois Office of the Courty Judge Gulleyvsioffices
,

monftor the state...er...the local programs to see whether'

or not they comply wfth the standards established by the

Conference of Chief Circuit Judgesy of which the state

litself has no control, this has been swttched to the '

Comptroller of a11 people. I ask you to consider what

possible criterfa the Comptroller, and how he is equipped

to handle this particular job. I thfnka unfortunately,

and I certainly have supported several of the programs

which were introduced last spring, because I happea to

believe that upgrading our probaticn system is arobably
' 1

the single most important step that'we can take in our

war against crime. I suggest to you that throwfng money

at ft and that's a11 thfs Bfll now does, throws the sum of

$2,200,000 at this particular problem.is not goiag to solv

it. I think that we are going to perpetuate the existing

system which everybody agrees is not working properly.

And I think if we are ever going to turn the state tax

purse over to local goven ments to run the probation system >

that we ought to insist that they are done on a nonpartisa

and an appropriatey highly skflled way. I do not think

that House Bill 2126 is the proper route to take and I

would suggest that the Governor's absolutely right in his

veto message and I would certainly solicit a 'no' vote.

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Telcser: HMr. Speaker, Members of the House: the Sponsors of

thfs Bf11 fndfcated that ft would be some two and

a half mfllion dollars of cost to the state regarding this

particular program.
